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Field Day 1998 
June 26,27,28 Summit of Mount Diablo 


It’s June and Field Day is upon us again. Those of you who have been on the 
mountain can remember the fun, work, excitement of setting up and operat- 
ing 6 stations for 24 hours. Those who have not been on the mountain for 
this event in the past—we want you to join us. There will be plenty to do and 
we always need help to keep the stations on the air all night. 

This year we are starting a little late getting organized and still need some 
station team leaders. Also needed are generators, rigs, laptop computers (for 
logging) and /ots of people to help setup/takedown, and run the HF/VHF/ 
UHF stations, as well as Packet/ATV/OSCAR/MIR. Other needs are some- 
one to be a greeter/information person during the time the park is open (we 
do get a lot of questions from park visitors); and 3 people for message traffic 
(1 to originate messages at home; 1 on the mountain to relay them; 1 at 
home to receive them and deliver them) this should take less than an hour 
and gives us bonus points. I know we have some traffic handlers in MDARC— 
how about helping out? 

The Salvation Army Canteen from Stockton will be there to assist with 
meals/beverages and has a 2/450 rig which will be. used for VHF/UHF 
contacts. I would like to thank Cal Groom, KE6OEH, and the Salvation Army 
for arranging this in conjunction with the SATERN program. 

We will start setting up the Field Day site at 2 pm on Friday. The contest 
runs from 11 am Saturday, June 26 until 11 am Sunday, June 27. We 
usually leave the FD site by 2 pm on Sunday. 

For those who are coming to the FD site: The park gates are open from 8 
am until approximately 8 pm. Tell the person at the gate you are with the 
radio club at the top of the mountain. MDARC has paid your admission, 
including staying overnight both nights on the parking lot at the FD site. If 
you bring a dog you will have to pay the fee for pets in the park. If you are 


- staying overnight youneed -to-provide-your own shelter (self supporting tent, 


camper, motorhome, etc—no stakes can be driven in the ground) Bring a 
variety of clothes because the weather is very changeable, bring water in 
case there is a plumbing problem in the park. If you want to cook for yourself 
you will need to bring your cooking equipment (gas grill/cookstove and your 
own food. Be sure to bring sunscreen, hat, camera, telescope (if you have 
one—the view is teriffic). Do not bring any alcoholic bererages into the 
park—you can receive a big fine. 

It does not matter what class license you have — on the FD site you can 
operate any band/mode we are using. Come and try out contesting on HF 
even if you are a no-code. Note that once you have actually made a contact 
from the FD site you cannot go home and give us contacts. 

For those who cannot join us on the mountain: Please contact us on as 
many bands as you can operate. You can contact us on up to 3 times ona 
band 1-phone 2-cw 3-digital (if we have it operating on all bands). You can 
call us on 147.06 and we will advise you the current frequency of each 
station in operation (we cannot predetermine the frequencies and cannot 
make actual Field Day contacts on the repeater). The information station will 
be on 9 am - 10 pm Saturday and 8 am - 11 am Sunday. The exchange if 
you are at home is 1D; mobile is 1C and your ARRL section (Contra Costa 
County is the Eastbay section)

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Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club 
Repeater Operation Rules 


The Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club maintains and operates high-quality, wide-coverage repeaters for the use of all amateur 
radio operators. Operation and use of these repeaters shall comply fully with the Amateur Radio Service (Part 97) requlations of 
the Federal Communications Commission’s Private Radio Service, and the following rules of the Mount Diablo Amateur Radio 


Club: 


The repeaters are provided for the purposes of contacting and passing information between fellow amateur radio operators, 
and providing service to the public as a voluntary, noncommercial communication service, particularly with respect to provid- 
ing emergency communications. 


In the spirit of the Amateur Radio Service, users shall respect and support each other in a courteous and positive manner. 

Due to the wide coverage of the repeaters and the club’s large membership, the length of QSOs should be kept to a minimum. 
Conversations shall be limited to 10 minutes during commute hours; 6:00-9:00 am and 4:00-7:00 pm. Operators should 
always pause before transmitting, to allow another station to break in. Please use simplex frequencies or HF bands for “rag- 


chewing.” 


Operators shall announce their call sign before transmitting any touch-tone commands, at the end of each communication, 
and every ten minutes or less during a communication. 


There shall be absolutely no communications containing obscene, indecent, or profane words, language, or meaning. Discus- 
sion of political or potentially sensitive social issues shall be avoided. 


No one shall cause or condone the malicious or intentional interference of anyone’s communications on the repeaters. 


7. Operators shall not communicate with, or discuss the actions of, anyone who violates these rules. 


8. Control Operators are required to turn off a repeater to terminate improper operation or use. 


9. The Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club Board of Directors reserves the right to forbid the use of the repeaters by anyone who 
repeatedly violates these rules, or anyone who facilitates or encourages others to violate these rules.
